There Instruction sometimes Ip the 
hotel register. Until It was disclosed 
on the Dominion list, for instance, the 
newspaperman was not aware that 
there was a Canada wlthUk the United 
States. If there Was r o&tn on one side 
of the map or;on the other for such a 
translation, or a geographical visit of 
one territory to the other, has it not 
been taught that Canada had room and 
to spare In her dominions for all Uncle 
Sam’s possessions. An America In 
<'anada would not be surprising. Room 
would still remain In the parlor for 
the reception of Jonny Bull and his 
island, and some more of the world’s 
Rtateholds. But Canada In the United 
l States. Here was something to enlist 
’the curiosity of an enquiring mind. 

Facts are there was more occasion 
for astonishment than the paradox of 
"Canada In the Uhlted States.” for the 
address which attracted the reporter’s 
attention relegated Canada to one state 
of the Union. This was too much for 
an inquisitive mind to pass by. And 
did It not Involve a disillusionment of 
the conceit that Canada was such a 
big territory, much bigger in fact than 
the whole of the States put together. 
The address was a rebuke to Canadian 
pride. 8o the reporter sought an In¬ 
troduction to A. Burkholder, whose ad¬ 
dress occasioned all these mystifying 
speculations for enlightenment. 

Mr. Burkholder Is a sturdy represen¬ 
tative of the Mennonlte people, who 
have In their settlements on this con¬ 
tinent wrought such creditable work, 
and achieved such a praiseworthy Ideal 
of good citizenship. He Is visiting the 
Island on an inberstlng mission which 
is worthy of comment from the British 
Columbia point of view. 

But first let the light be shed on the 
geographical puzzle of a Canada In the 

I United States. It Is explained in this 
pay. 

* Some forty years ago a community of 
Mennonites settled In the province of 
Ontario, where they engaged success- 
uflly in agriculture and lumbering, and 
developed not only a local strength, but 
an ambition capable of looking yet 
farther for opportunities of winning 
achievement from labor in the soil. 

In 1873 or threabouts a number of 
them, ip which Mr. Burkholder was In¬ 
cluded, Journeyed Into the great south¬ 
west, and sought a place of settlement 
far In advance of the railroads, on the 
grassy plains of Kansas. They built 
rough dwellings on the paririe and lent 
themselves dell gently to the cultivation 
of the soil. They raised all kinds of 
crops. Including corn, wheat oats, bar¬ 
ley and all sorts of grain and vege¬ 
tables. The settlers who saw Kansas, 
when It was even as the Canadian 
prairies a few years ago, a vast void 
of uncultivated wilderness, lived to see 
it become In a comparatively brief 
apace the greatest wheat producing 
wiate In the Union, and fourth In the 
l^odtfction of corn. The state was 
practically untlmbered. Lumber was 
brought In from the Pacific and south¬ 
ern timber belts, and distributed from 
yards all over the prairie country. 
Sash and door factories were establish¬ 
ed here and there, and In these enter- 
prtces the Mennonites. with others, be¬ 
came interested. In this way they be¬ 
came acquainted with the lumbering 
industry from a commercial point of 
view. Thus In time the settlors ac¬ 
cumulated all the essentials for town 
building, and when the railway reach¬ 
ed them they built a little town. and. 
*a!d Mr. Burkholder, “we called It 
<'ana<fta to remember old Ontario by.” 
Canada, Kansas, possesses about 300 
*ou!s. . 

Afid as time went on the colony 
prospered more and more. Their sav¬ 
ings gradually accumulated, until at 
length capitalists developed amongst 
them Jn a modest way. They began 
to look abroad again for newer fields 
|5n which the fruits of honest and pa- 
li^nt t#l might be profitably Invested. 
V the awakening of Canada they saw 
Twomlss of renewed opportunities, and t 
after Investigating the timber limits of 
Oregon and Washington, and finding 
that they had nothing encouraging to 
offer, Mr. Burkholder, in whom they 
found their flnaclal representative, de¬ 
rided to come to Vancouver Island. 

And here the Mennonlte representa¬ 
tive has been engaged for some weeks 
exploring the timber belts of the Isl¬ 
and, questioning sawmill managers 


Winnipeg. Man., Oct. 29.—A little strip 
of Jand, 600 feet wide and several hun¬ 
dred miles In length, will be transfer¬ 
red from Canada to the United States 
In Alaska as a result of the work done 
by a Joint survey party In that country 
during the pas^, summer. The line of 
demarcation between the United 
States and Canada in the Far North Is 
the 141 meridian, which starts from the 
coast at Mount Stellas and crosses the 
Yukon river at a point 90 miles below 
Dawsdn. " * ' 

The original work of the location of 
the line was done under the direction 
of Governor Ogilvle In 1898, the survey 
being made by the culmination of the 
moon. The method used at the time 
did not admit of mathematical ItefCiS- 
lon, but the result was astonishingly 
accurate, the divergence from the true 
line being only 600 feet, as Indicated 
above. 

The body of men which carried for¬ 
ward the work during the past sum¬ 
mer In the Interest of Canada was di¬ 
vided Into three groups. The hllllograph 
men led the way. and were followed by 
the clearing gang, the triangulation 
party completing the work. Similar 
groups of men acted for the American 
government, but the two parties kept 
apart during most of the summer. In 
addition to the tererminlng and fixing 
of the line, a topographical survey was 
made by the surveyors of a strip of 
country four miles wide on each photo¬ 
topography. and that of the American 
by the method of planet Jgkbles. The 
summer was fairly favorable for the 
work of the survey, and the line was 
completed for a distance of 125 miles 
south frorfi the Yukon river. 

Three years will be required for the 
completion of the work to Mount St. 
Ellas, after which work will be done to¬ 
ward the north, and the line will be 
carried as far In that direction as It is 
possible for the men to proceed. The 
fixing of the line of the 141st meridian 
wlM determine the question of the con¬ 
trol of very rich copper mines on, the 
White river. These deposits are situ¬ 
ated In close proximity to the bound¬ 
ary. and It is not yet clearly known 
whether they lie In the United States 
or Canada, the party terminating the 
work of the summer at a point con¬ 
siderably to the north of the White 
river. Accuracy In the matter of fixing 
the line Is now possible In the Yukon, 
owing to the completion of the tele¬ 
graph lines, all the calculations being 
made astronomically by the transit of 
the stars. The members of the party who 
were engaged In the work during the 
summer service passed through the city 
Wednesday.

Washington. OcL 29. — President 
Roosevelt entertained at luncheon yes¬ 
terday General William Booth, head of 
the 8*]avtion Army, and Miss Booth 
and Secretary and Mrs. Cortelyou.

New York. OcL 20.— Great-^assistance 
In relieving the financial stringency is 
expected to result from the large en¬ 
gagement of gold for Import made yes¬ 
terday, and from the further large Im¬ 
ports which It Is believed will be made 
within the next few weeks. The move¬ 
ment of American crops to European 
markets, together with the revival of a 
demand for copper abroad will give the 0 
United States large credits with for¬ 
eign bankers, and these can be availed 
of in bringing in gold. It Is confidently 
believed, to the fullest extent that 
may be necessary. 

It was announced to-day that sev¬ 
eral of the banks which were com¬ 
pelled to suspend last week have about 
perfected their plans, for resuming 
payment. 

Jump In Discount Rate. 

Berlin, Oct. 29.—The discount rate of 
the Imperial Bank of Germany was 
raised to-day from 5Mr to 6H per cent. 
It is significant of the changed situa¬ 
tion in the market here that the ad¬ 
vance Is a fuIL one per cent The 
change is direct^ due to the New York 
demand for gold, which It Is feared here. 
will lead to gold exports from Ger¬ 
many. The exchange rates of the lead¬ 
ing countries are now above the hold 
point. The market had expected the 
German bank to await the Bank of 
England's action, but yesterday's gold 
engagements in London for New York 
apparently rendered Immediate action 
necessary. 

Prices In London. 

London. Oct. 29.—The rise in the dis¬ 
count rate of the Imperial Bank of 
Germany had a depressing effect upon 
the markets here. Consols early In the 
day declined 7-16 for the account of 
•2 1-1S but recovered to 82% at noon. 
Operators here expect that the dis¬ 
count rate of the Bank of England will 
be increased oh Thursday, or possibly 
earlier, from 4H to 6V4, Americans 
opened fairly steady at 1 to 3 points 
above parity but they eased under li¬ 
quidation. principally from Berlin, due 
to the higher German bank rate and at 
noon the market was ruling dull, with 
Southern Pacific and Canadian Pacific 
2 points, and Union Pafciflc one point, 
below yesterday's close.

Fever Victims. 


Toronto, Ont., Get. 29.—Frank B. Poi¬ 
son, proprietor and managing director 
of the Poison Iron works, died sudden¬ 
ly of heart failure yesterday. He was 
46 years of age, and leaves a widow 
and five children. 

Together with his father he founded 
Poison's iron works, which has develop¬ 
ed to be one of the Dlminlon’s biggest 
shipbuilding industries, employing 500 
men. 

Death Census. 

Toronto. OnL, OcL 29.—The report of 
the provincial health department for 
September shows that 680 divisions, re- 
preset ntng a population of 1,920;000. 
made returns. They gave a total of 
2.069 deaths from all causes for the 
month, being a rate of 12.9 per thou¬ 
sand, compared with 1,381 deaths In re¬ 
porting the population of 2.070,600 In 
September last year. The returns show 
a slight Increase in smallpox, scarlet 
fever and dlptheria, and a marked de¬ 
crease In typhoid fever. 


News of a rich strike ef copper near 
JMtvay in the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
was brought to Victoria this morning 
by the steamship Amur, which arrived 
from northern B. C. ports. The dis¬ 
covery was made recently within a 
mile of Jedw&y by a party of pros¬ 
pectors working for an American capi¬ 
talist who bought the claim from a 
prospector a short time ago. 

The claim was owned by a prospect¬ 
or who had little idea of Ita worth, 
and when it was purchased by the pres¬ 
ent owner the news of the discovery 
caused considerable commotion on the 
island. The seam which has been dis¬ 
covered la, in places, over twelve feet 
wide and extends for \ ver a thousand 
feeL While It has not yet been sub¬ 
mitted to a thorough test. It Is believed 
that the strike will prove one of the 
most profitable in the Islands, as the 
ore Is of. a good grade. 

Jedway Is at present booming. Con¬ 
siderable work Is being dohe on the 
mines there although no copper Is be¬ 
ing shipped south on account of the 
prevailing low prices. The aaw-rolll 
which Is 'being erected there Is well 
under way and all the plant has been 
delivered from Vancouver. From all 
ports of call the Amur brought highly 
gratifying news of the Island's de¬ 
velopment. 

The Amur brought seven hun¬ 
dred cases of salmon and gen¬ 
eral freight south And sixty white 
passengers. Among the latter were 
Hans Helgeson. Dominion fisheries In¬ 
spector. and Col. Topping, the well- 
known mining man. 

It la stated by passengers on the 
Amur that the Slocan Star Mining 
Company, owning large Interests In 
the Kootenay, have obtained several 
claims on Moresby Island and are pro¬ 
ceeding with development work. 


Winnipeg. Man., OcL 29.—In Winni¬ 
peg the leading grain men say thut 
they cannot borrow money from the 
banks to carry wheat across the lakes 
from Fort William and that all the 
wheat must be paid for when It goes- 
Into the store at Fort William. 

An unprecedented thing happened 
last week In the grain trade. A ves¬ 
sel chartered to come In light from 
Cleveland for a cargo was detained 
four days at Fort William unable to 
load because the owners of the wheat 
bank 


could not pay for It, and the 
would not let it be loaded until it was 
paid for. Another vessel chartered and 
coming In light to load had to have 
her expenses paid, and leave light for 
Duluth and load there for exactly the 
same reason. The men chartering 
could not pay the bank In advance and 
the bank would not let'the wheat go 
until it was paid. 

Except to milling companies who are 
still buying high grade wheat In small 
quantities on the breaks, it has not 
been possible to sell cash wheat for 
the past three days. 

Prominent grain men asked as to the 
possible result of this tightening of the 
purse strings of the banks, said that 
the chances are. If It continues, that 
elevators all over the country will 
cease buying wheat. As a matter of 
fact some of them are quietly doing 
that now. without making any special 
announcement. 

One man said: "I would not be sur¬ 
prised If at the end of the present week 
all but mill elevators had ceased to 
buy throughout the West." 

_ A prominent commission man said: 
"We have notified our customers that 
we can no longer make advances to 
them, and allow their \*heat to remain 
in the store at Fort William. For the 
future we will have to ask them to sell 
as soon as their papers are completed.” 


Alex. Fraser. W. S. McPherson, John 
McPherson and J. W. Abbott have a 
50-acre block next east from Ander¬ 
son’s. Tlielr camp will be on Hays 
Creek, and their working force will be 
12 men. 

Other parties are looking the ground 
over, and it Is more than likely they 
will take, contracts next week.

1st next, and estimating that it will 
take one man thirty days to clear an 
acre, the Job should give 300 axemen 
steady work for four months, and put 
over $125,000 In circulation.

Seattle. Oct. 29.—Because there was 
no seat for tifm on the Renton inter- 
urban train, a French-Canadian, about 
tO years old, shot F. C. Morrison, con¬ 
ductor In charge of the train, through 
the neck yesterday afternoon. 

The shooting occurred at the inter- 
urban station. Yesler way, and Oct- 
dental avenue. The Renton train was 
due to leave at 4.80 o’clock. Lamore 
approached Morrison and asked him if 
there was room on the car for him. 
The conductor Maid that the car was 
crowded, and turned to walk away. 

“I pay my fare and I want a seat," 
said Lamore, and with that he shot 
the conductor behind the right ear. 

Morrison staggered forward, and 
turning, saw his assailant waJklng 
away. Patrolman Putnam heard the 
shot and placed Lamore under arrest 
He will be charged with shooting with 
Intent to murder. 

Lamore Is a wood chopper and is not 
known In Seattle. He said that he had 
paid his fare and had been refused a 
seat on the car, for which he shot the 
conductor. 

Morrison walked to the police head¬ 
quarters, where he was attended by Dr. 
Buckley, who ordered him to be sent 
to the Provident* hospital. The wound 
was pronounced not dangerous, unless 
some complication should arise. Morri¬ 
son lives at Tacoma. He is about 24 
years old.

The young woman presented herself 
at the weekly reception of Gen. Max- 
ImofTsky, and remained quietly In M the 
crowded ante room until It was her 
furn~To enter the general's private 
office. When she was In his presence 
she drew a revolver and fired seven 
shots point blank at the general, and 
six of them took effect. 

The wounded man was hastily taken 
to the hospital of the Grand Duchess 
Catherine Pavelovna, but his wounds 
were Immediately recognized as hope¬ 
less. 

The assassination apparently wss 
designed to be only a prelude to a 
greater act of terrorism, the destruc¬ 
tion of the headquarter# of the secret 
police, which ha* been the object of 
at least three terrorist plots of recent 
months. 

When the assassin, who wa* to-night < 
Identified as Mile. Ragozinlkova, of 
Perm province, the daughter of a 
teacher In the Imperial Conservatory of 
Music, was taken to the police station, 
her agitated attempts to free her bound 
hands and reach her breast led to an 
investigation, and it was found that 
she carried inside her corsage a case 
containing thriteen pounds of high ex¬ 
plosives. a charge powerful enough to 
blow the entire building and Its occu¬ 
pants to pieces. Her portrait Is in that 
part of the police gallery marked 
"dangerous suspects." nevertheless she ;

Acting on the information received, 
the commanding officer at Prince Al¬ 
bert sent orders to Corporal Monday, 
who ft on the detachment at Cumber¬ 
land House, to proceed to the pass and 
Investigate the advont of the supposed 
bad man. The corporal was also fur¬ 
nished with a minute description of 
Minsr. and Instructed if it was he to 
capture him dead or alive. 

The corporal left Cumberland House 
about a week ago. but as communica¬ 
tion Is Blow at this season of the year. 
It will likely be some time as yet be¬ 
fore any news is received here.

So 
long as I have a dollar to spare, I will 
consider myself free to aid whichever 
party has, in my opinion, the policy 
best adapted to the needs of the coun¬ 
try; but It will always be contributed 
for legitimate purposes and to suppress 
Illegitimate ones. Nor shall I be 
ashamed to have these contributions 
corne to llgh^. Rather would I favor 
a law compelling all election contribu¬ 
tions to be made public ,y with the 
names of the gjyerf attached. 

As to Mr. Blair’s resignation. I had 
not seen Mr. Blair for eleven months 
before the election, nor for five months 
afterwards, and then only by casually 
meeting him on the street. When I 
did meet him there was no discussion 
about resigning. The flrst knowledge I 
had of Mr. Blair's having resigned 
was when I saw a statement of the fact 
that he had done so, over his own sig¬ 
nature. There has come Into my pos¬ 
session documentary evidence to prove 
thla, and there Is written proof that Mr. 
Bordfen had nothing., even remotely, to 
do with the resignation. These are ac¬ 
cessible to those who may Investigate 
charges.

MR. HUGH GRAHAM'S LETTER.

We publish to-day 
Interesting letter from Mr. Hugh Gra¬ 
ham, proprietor of the Montreal Star. 
The communication Is of special Inter¬ 
est for three particular reasons: It de¬ 
fines the position of the Star and Its 
proprietor politically, it clears up any 
doubt there may have been in the 
minds of the public respecting the 
money earning capacity of newspapers 
under certain favorable conditions, and 
it removes any suspicion which may 


upon the water. This was something 
which was not contemplated by the 
inventor.

Is not the way to get all the 
energy value out of turbine engines. 
They accomplish the most satisfactory 
results from the point of view of 
economy when tun at high speed. It

government candidates. Buj, It Is In¬ 
deed gratifying to have Mr. Graham’s

For thirty-three 
years, the Star has taken a keen, ag¬ 
gressive interest In municipal, provin¬ 
cial and federal elections, and has al¬ 
ways endeavored 'to make Its views 
more effective by helping to finance the 
campaigns which represented them. 
When the city of Montreal was being 
robbed by selling franchises for a song, 
by expropriation schemes, and con- 
contract-grabblng schemers, the Star 
fought the derelict aldermen at the 
polls, and contributed to the full ex¬ 
tent of Us power to the driving of 
three-fourths of them Into private life. 
These campaigns were expensive, and 
the Star contributed more than three- 
quarters of the money necessary In 
many of the constituencies to carry 
them through.

I recognised the 
peculiar distinction between the soul and 
the body, and made the startling discov¬ 
ery that I was possessed of wonoerful 
laculttas belonging to the soul, which 
were gradually developing as the separa¬ 
tion from the body was taking place. I 
am unable to describe them. Their power 
was marvellous. For each faoulty I had 
In the body. I had ten In the spirit form.

STATIONS SHORT OF WATER. 

Foggy Weather and Drought Has 
Caused Temporary Suspension 
of Alarms. t _ 

Capt. Oaudln, agent of the Dominion 
marine and fisheries department, an¬ 
nounces, that the scarcity of water at 
three fog alarm stations haa caused the 
operation of the alarms to temporarily 
cease. The long spell of foggy wea¬ 
ther and the excessively dv*y season 
h«s caused such a drain on the reser¬ 
voirs at Trial Islands and Leonard Isl¬ 
ands that the fog horns at tau»e places 
have been seriously hampered during 
the 4 >ast week. 

Until such time as water can be ob¬ 
tained at Leonard island ths fog alarm 
cannot be operated. 

At Trial Islands ths fog alarm will 
only bd sounded In answer to the 
whistle* of passing steamships. 

Thq fog station keeper, F. G. Gar- 
mrd, of Leonard Island, is ini possession 
of a launch supplied by tfie department 
with which he usually obtains water 
and other supplies for hla station. Ow¬ 
ing'to the excessively rough weather 
prevailing In the vicinity of the islands 
during the past fornlght he has been 
unable to obtain water. 

The Race Rocks fog alarm station 
ran short of water last week-snd. but 
on Saturday the steamer Fern took 50 
tons fqr the reservoir there, and the 
fog signal Is now working a* usual. 

The exceptionally long* period of 
foggy weather has caused a big drain 
on supplies for the stations, and the 
department has been hard at work 
keeping them replenished. 

At all the other stations the reser¬ 
voirs are holding out. and will do so fori 
a reasonable time, very probably long 
enough for the keepers to obtain iQf- , 
flclent rain water for. their use. 

COX8WAIN8 FOR LIFE-BOATS. 

If the proposals made by the de¬ 
partment of marine and fisheries are 
accepted by David Logan, who has 
been approached with a view to his 
appointment as coxswain of the Clo-oose 
lifeboat, and A. 8. Lyche, the prob¬ 
able coxswain of the Ucluelet lifeboat, 
the department will at onoe put the 
stations Into working order. 

"Ralls and materials for the runways 
at all three west coast stations will be 
taken north by the Qnadra and the 
department Is now awaiting the ar¬ 
rival of the steamship Tee* with the 
replies of the two men approached. 

The coxswain for the motorboat at 
Ban field will probably not be appoint¬ 
ed until the craft Is delivered here. It 
Is now on its way'from the builder*, 
yard in the East. 

—The ateamshlp Queen City arrived 
this morning from Rivers Inlet and the 
usual ports of call. The steamship re¬ 
ported a foggy but uneventful trip. The 
Queen Gtty brought 70 passengers south 
and 1,700 cases of salmon. She leaves 
again at 8 p.m. 

—The Union a 8. Co.’s steamship 
Camoaun arrived In port this morning, 
bringing 100 Chinese and 76 Japanese 
from the northern canneries and mills, 
who returned to China to-day on the 
N. Y,. K.. steamship Akl Maru. The 
Camosun wpi leave agklnat 10 p.m. on 
Thursday. ■ ^

A War Against Rats Is Now Being 
Prosecuted Throughout 
the Cft.

Sitting as the board of health before 
the opening of the regular council meet¬ 
ing last evening, the .board of aider- 
men considered and adopted a report 
from Dr. Herman' Robertson, medical 
health officer, showing what steps had 
been taken. And what steps should be 
taken, to prevent an outbreak of bu¬ 
bonic plague. The report showed that 
the authorities^ have oho matter well in 
hand, and that all precautions are be¬ 
ing taken by the city as well as the 
Dominion and provincial government 
officials to safeguard the city against 
the horrible scourge. , 

Dr. Robertson’a report was as fol¬ 
lows: 

Gentlemen:—Irf view of the fact that 
bubonic plague has made Its appearance 
In Seattle in the last week a determined 
effort to being made to prev.mt In every 
way possible- Its Introduction Into VU> 
ton* ky a rigid Inspection and cleaning 
up of Chinatown-and a warfare against 
rodents, particularly rats; 

Accordingly the sanitary inspector, Mr. 
Wilson, with two assistants, commenced 
operations last Friday night In the way 
of rendering as difficult as possible the 
weans by which rats gain their food. The 
area bouhded by Johnston, 8tore, Herald 
• n d Government streets represents the 
I eadquarlers of the Chinese, and here 
»hen closely examined a disgusting state 
of affairs exists In certain part»-tn fact 
an _excellent medium for the propagation 
of the plague bacillus. The requisite con¬ 
ditions (Or the exlstenoe-of plague are 
overcrowding, lack of sunlight, poor ven¬ 
tilation, filth, and with these hosts of 
rats, who are very susceptible to the dis¬ 
ease and transmit tt either to man or 
ttelr fellow-creatures. 

However, so. far. a great deal of clean¬ 
ing has been done, but there still re¬ 
trains a groat deal of radical destruction 
of old buildings and the removal of plank 
sidewalks before anything approaching 
that of a sanitary Chinatown can be ac¬ 
complished. 

The Johnson street ravine in certain 
localities Is very unsanitary, and there 
are numerous outbuildings, etc., that 
should be destroyed. A report upon theee* 
particular structures will later on be 
handed to'the council. 

The provincial health officer. Dr. Fagan, 
to taking every step towards preventing 
the Introduction of any Infection from 
the Sound, but shoiild any case break out 
here the city should be In the best sani¬ 
tary condition possible. 

In brief, -the key to tha situation to this: I 
“Keep all premises dean and eliminate 
th.® rats. 

I would respectfully recommend to your 
honorable body the following: 

1. The destruction of all old wooden 
buildings and shacks In Chinatown as 
may be considered dangerous by the pro¬ 
per authorities. 

. *. The enforcement of the law that all 
garbage receptacles should have a tight 

cover. ' 

3. Advising the public generally of the 
necessity of keeping their premises clean 
tuHljdttnf 111 rklS. 

4. TheVetabllshment of a public Inciner¬ 
ator capable of burning all refuae, and a 
strict enlorcement of the law regulating 
the disposal of garbage. 

After this report had been read the 
Mayor asked the medical health officer 
If he would say a few worda to the 
board In respect to the plague. 

Dr. Robertson said that when Dr. 
Fagan visited Seattle, In company with 
Dr. Watt, they found that two rats had 
been captured 1A the 8ound port In¬ 
fected with plague. That was sufficient 
cause for precautions to be taken, no 
the two rats might have Infected a 
thousand others before they were kill¬ 
ed. In explaining the way the disease 
Is transmitted. Dr. Robertson said that 
Aeas which live on rats carried it from 
one rodent to another. Asked where 
the geratest danger lay In the city for 
an outbreak, the medical health officer 
was emphatic In pointing out China¬ 
town. “The unsanitary conditions un¬ 
der which the Chinese live, the over¬ 
crowding of their houses and free dis¬ 
posal of refuse about their quarters, 
snd also the existence of-no many old 
wooden shacks aad plank sltawalks, 
made Chinatown a veritable breeding 
place for rats.” t: 

"If we get an epldeffilc of plague,” 
said the doctor, "tt jfell be through the 
medium of the lower ftnlmals.” An- 
sVerlng questions from the aldermen. 
Dr. Robertson said that s^epe-had al¬ 
ready been taken to have Chinatown 
cleaned out, and that 8anitary Inspec¬ 
tor Wilson had been at work since Fri¬ 
day with two assistants. Fifty pounds 
of arsenloated oatmeal had been spread 
under the sidewalks and through the 
old buildings in the Chinese quarters. 
Precautions had also "been taken to 
keep rats from coming ashore at the 
wharves, and the steamship companies 
had been ordered to place netting about 
the wharves while funnels Were being 
used on the steamship’s hawsers. 

Mayor Morley reported having taken 
the matter up with the medical health 
officer and Dr. Fagan. He had In¬ 
structed the city assessor to prepare 
the following report on otd buildings: 

Gentlemen;—We would respectfully re¬ 
port on some old wooden back verandas 
or platforms, and old sheds built on them 
at the rear of No. m and 5K, and on east 
pbrt of lot S». block H. facing Cormorant 
street, ss well as the old fences, end as¬ 
sessed In the name of L. J. and Mrs 
Quaglloui. 

Also the old verandas or platforms snd 
sheds thereon and old fenced at the rear 
of No. 1*7, Mi. Ml. 648 snd 145, all on lot 
WT,. block H. They are all In such a 
dilapidated condition, as well ss unsani¬ 
tary. \hat they should all be pulled down 
and burn* up. W» copfcider they folly 
come under clause 18 of the Municipal 
Clauses Apt. The last lot to assessed In 
the name of Lee Chuck. 

Building Inspector Northcott stated 
to the council that the city had a right 
to Immediately tear down these build¬ 
ings If the medical health officer would 
five an affidavit taken before a judge 
declaring thfcm. to ha 4 menace to the 
public health. The matter was there¬ 
upon left tirBy, Robertson's hands. 

Replying to, I question ' from Aid. 
Vincent, the gpdtoa* health officer de¬ 
clared that tttt health of the city was

Boys d»ut Grease on the Ralls of Tram¬ 
way Company. 

Twelve boys, eons of respectable 

citizens, came up In the police court 
this morning charged‘with greasing the 
ratls of the tramway at the north end 
of the city, thus endangering the lives 
of the car officials and passengers. All 
pleaded gpHty. Robt. Ward, motomeer, 
gave evidence that on October 8th, on 
a steep grade on Franbls avenue, hla 
car slid back. The following night the 
tame trouble occurred. The rails he 
4ou»d were quite black with grease. 

In passing sentence the magistrate 
said the offence wae a very serious one, 
and they might have been sent to jail 
for two years. He thought there was 
no evil intent, but simply a matter of 
mischief*- He tried to lmprese upon 
parents the duty of exercising more 
control over the boys, not allowing 
them out at night Indiscriminately. 
They are allowed out Ym suspended 
sentence. The parents wtll be placed 
under bonds to be fdtponslble for their 
good behavior for the next year.

This work 
was taken over by Mr. Wellington 
Dowler, who, by his kind assistance 
in providing music, has cheered the 
lonely hearts of the sick. 

“At the January meeting the Daugh¬ 
ters determined by a majority of votes 
to withdraw affiliation with the local 
coundlj of women for the year of 1807. 

"The lenten sewing was carried on as 
usual, and at Easter an Invalid chair 
was purchased for the hospital and a 
large supply of bulbs foi: the corridors 
was purchased for the hospital. A 
friend’s donation of $15 helped to aweil 
the funds of the society during tne 
past year. The last and most su xess- 
ful work undertaken by the society 
was the providing of a rest and ts- 
freshment lent during the recent exhi¬ 
bition. The Daughters by their unitod 
efforts and the untiring Interest of 
our honorary president combined with 
the help of many willing friends too 
numerous to mention, carried opt this 
work. It proved a financial success, 
the total receipts amounting to $840.4J, 
net proceeds $182.40.

An Interviewer once questioned Mr. J

ernment as your American papers say. 
But," with a gentle sigh of envy, 
"how glad you must be that your pub¬ 
lic service Is so entirely pure.” The 
country was ringing at the time with 
“graft” scandals In the American ad- 
mlnlartatlon. - 

Introduced to a leader of the New 
York legislature, he said, "You are. 
then, a Platt man?" "Yea.” "And he 
is the Republican boss of New York?” 
"Yes.” "And you are, then," said Mr. 
Wu. "a slave.” 

Wherever Mr. Wu went he was eager 
to see and study the life of the people. 
So It come about that he once visited 
Narragansett Pier on a Saturday night, 
and led off at-a public dance. Subse¬ 
quently he won the first prise In a 
euchre tournament. 

One of his most remarkable diplo¬ 
matic achievements while In Washing¬ 
ton woe the sending of a telegram to 
the American minister In Pekin during 
the siege of the legations, and the se¬ 
curing of a reply. The minister and 
the government were completely unable 
to communicate with each other. 

Mr. Wu was born In Hongkong In 
1847. was taught English there, and 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s Inn. 
He Is. perhaps, the ablest living China¬ 
man since the death of his great friend 
and tutor, LI Hung Chong. Since his 
, recall from Washington In 1902 he has 
, not, however, been prominent at the 
. Pekin court.

The settlement of the dispute be¬ 
tween the city and the E. A N. rattway 
was left at last evening’s council meet¬ 
ing to await the results of further con¬ 
ferences between the railway officials 
and the city. 

The matter was brought up at the 
meeting by the reading of the following 
letter/rom J. E. McMullen, solicitor for 
the B. Ml N. Company, in which he sug¬ 
gests that the railway company should 
go ahead and ask permission from the 
board of railway commissioners to lay 


Sometime* in. July next a convention 
of Irrigation engineers will meet in 
Vernon, B. C. Eminent experts In the 
science of distributing water to soU, 
unproductive because of the want of It. 
are expected to attend from all party 
of the continent. 

The first convention of this sort In 
Canada was held In Calgary last yeat. 
The proceedings of thg gathering are 
now In course of preparation for pub¬ 
licity at the government printing of¬ 
fice in Victoria, In which the papers 
were read afe given In full, as also a 
synopsis of the discussions. Hon. F. J. 
Fulton Is president of the Irrigation 
congress for theH^resent year. 

One of the engineers who participated 
In the Calgary convention visited the 
city last week, namely, A. E. Ashcroft, 
engineer for the Coldstream irrigation 
works in the Okanagan Valley. Mr. 
Ashcroft, who was accompanied by his 
wife, returned to Vernon on Saturday. 

In reply to Questions by a Times re¬ 
porter. Mr. Ashcroft said that the Ir¬ 
rigation .works in' the Okanagan were 
designed to cover about 20,000 acres of 
land. 

The inception of the scheme belongs 
to Mr. Ricards. manager of Lord Aber¬ 
deen’s ranch, who In 1906 conceived the 
Idea of supplementing the Irrigation 
already on the ranch, and bringing the 
higher lands under ciilttvatloh, and 
upon his report surveys were accord¬ 
ingly made. 

These surveys, says Mr. Ashcroft, 
disclosed the fact that there was prac¬ 
tical an unlimited supply of water In 
the mountains that might be economi¬ 
cally stored, and a company known as 
the White Valley Irrigation & Power 
Company was formed to carry* the 
scheme into efTect. 

Soon after operations were started a 
large deal was made near Vernon, by 
which two of the largest cattle ranches 
were bought up by a syndicate of Bel¬ 
gian capitalists, and they made an ar¬ 
rangement with the Irrigation com¬ 
pany to extend the works to cover 
these lands. So. as now designed, the 
Irrigation will cover 20.000 acres, which 
Is practically all the available land In 
the Vernon neighborhood w'hlch is 
adaptable far farming and fruit cul¬ 
ture. The work will take two years to 
cbmplete. and will cost 1260.000. Alto¬ 
gether there will be 30 miles of canal. 

At present. Mr. Ashcroft explained, 
one dam has been built in the moun¬ 
tains, storing water In a lake of 800 
acsee 18 feet in depth. There are 10 
miles of canal already constructed, as 
also a pipe line, or inverted syphon, 
6,300 feet long and two feet tn diameter. 
In the near future a pipe t hr ee feet In 
diameter will be constructed alongside 
of this. 

The main canal Is 14 feet wtde at the 
bottom, and carries three feet of water. 
It Is so constructed that the capacity 
is reduced In proportion to the extent 
of the lands to be irrigated therefrom. 
Professor Carpenter, of Colorado, who 
recently inspected the work, said it was 
one of the best sites for storing large 
quantiUes of water that he had ever

City oollcltor Mann Explained to the 
council that, while Mr. McMullen's let¬ 
ter seemed In the nature of a reply to 
a former communication. It was purely 
spontaneous on the part of the writer. 
The suggestion was advanced without 

ny correspondence between the E. A 
N. and the city solicitors. 

Aid. Fell suggested that something 
had been done In the way of bringing 
about negotiations which the council 
was not aware of. 

The Mayor assured him that this was 
not the case. Nothing had been done 
since the draft agreement was * sub¬ 
mitted to the railway company, three 
weeks ago. 

Aid. Hanna suggested that the city 
should take up the matter of the old 
Esquimau road crossing with the E. A 
N. at the same time that the Store 
street matter was under consideration. 
A mutual agreement might be settled 
amicably at the same time. 

This remark from Aid. Hanna 
brought down a load of coala on his 
ahoulders, as the Mayor took him to 
tnsk over his private negotiations with 
the E. A N. officials over the Esquimau 
road matter. The Mayor declared that 
It was unusual and undignified for any 
one or two aldermen In a council to 
take upon themselves the responsibility 
of attempting to settle the council’s 
business by correspondence and Inter¬ 
views outside of the council. 

Aid. Hanna thought that It. was quite 
right for him to do what he could to 
settle such matters outside of the coun¬ 
cil If he was furthering the Interests of 
the city. 

The Mayor reiterated that Aid. Hanna 
had exceeded his rights In communicat¬ 
ing with the company without notify¬ 
ing the council or producing the cor¬ 
respondence. 

In regard to the Esquimalt road 
crossing, the solicitor informed the 
council that he had been Instructed by 
the city barrister to apply to the courty 
for a mandatory order compelling the 
company to remove the barriers. In 
view of the arrival of several railway 
officials !n the etty. however, and the 
possibility of the council settling both 
the Store street matter and this one, 
he thought he had better ask the coun¬ 
cil's lifttructlons. 

The solicitor was Instructed to defer 
any action pending further instructions. 
It was understood that the city offi¬ 
cials would have a conference with the 
E. A N. officials some time to-day.

The significance of this was Illustrated 
by Mr. Ashcrlft hypothetically as fol¬ 
lows: 

If A. has a record on a certain source 
under the present law of say 1,000 
Inches, anf B. coming sebsequent to 
him has a record of 500 inches, and ex¬ 
pends money in building a storage 
reservoir, he has no title In his stored 
water until A.’s 1,000 Inches Is satisfied 
at any time of th«r year. The difficulty 
In the working out of this law lay In 
the variable flow of streams. The 
whole stream might dry up In the sum¬ 
mer, and yet If B. had stored his 500 
Inches during the flood season, through 
an expenditure for storage works, and 
turned It into the stream bed during 
the summer, A. could claim this water, 
which was manifestly unfair. 

There were alao points a 9 to diverting 
water from one wftlftr ihW to another, 
and also points as to distributing water. 
But one of the chief difficulties, said 
Mr. Ashcroft, is that the practice under 
the present law has been for govern¬ 
ment agents to grant records far In 
excess of the resources of the supply.

London, Oct. 11.—The successful fifty- 
mile run of th e new army airship No. 
L from Aldorshot to London, is the 
principle topic of conversation in Lon¬ 
don this week. Her flight in the met¬ 
ropolis was watched with the utmost 
enthusiasm, and most lengthy accounts 
appeared in' all the dally papers, with, 
fh most instances, photos taken during 
the trip at various points, for Instance 
When the airship was circling St. Paul's 
and hovering over the Houses of Par¬ 
liament. Of course, this airship Is only 
the beginning, and the authorities on 
airships predict that many changes 
must be made before we shall have a 
perfect airship suitable for use either 
in time of war, or for ordinary com¬ 
mercial purposes. No doubt these 
changes will taka time, and-the govern¬ 
ment must be prepared to expend a 
Vast amount of money In experiments 
if England is to compete, and cajnpete 
successfully with other nations In aerial 
flight. At present the German airship 
Is the most perfect of its kind, and the 
French one. La Patrle, at the recent 
race in Paris, came In an easy second 
as far us construction and reliability 
wfcnt. I was speaking to a distinguish¬ 
ed member of the Aero Club to-day on 
the subject of airships, and he tells 
me that probably In about thirty years 
time we shall see airships making 
cress-channel voyages dally, carrying 
passengers and probably mails. Ques¬ 
tioned as to the possibility of a break¬ 
down In mid-channel and the conse¬ 
quent danger Incurred by passengers 
should the ship descend s Into the sea. 
he sold that no doubt airships would 
be fitted with boats of the'life-boat 
style, preferably two boats to each ship 
one to be below the car and one above, 
th£ latter to be reached by a ladder. 
Thus these boats could, with the pas¬ 
sengers, be cut adrift on the ship set¬ 
tling down in the water, and no loss of 
life would be entailed. 

„ “Last of the Barons.” 

Echoes of the famous .‘flchbome case 
are revived by the death of Lord 
Brampton, the famous criminal Judge, 
who has Just passed away at the age 
of 90. It was the Tichborne case that 
brought fame to the then Sir Henry 
Hawkins, the'“second man" In the first 
trial, and his cross-examination of the 
witness Balgent and his famous reply 
were the points of the case. This cross- 
examination took up ten days, and the 
fact that the interest never flagged, 
and that the cross-examiner did not 
lose his mastry. goes far to show that 
Sir Henry Hawking was no ordinary 
counsel. He used to rise every morning 
during the case at four o'clock, to read 
over the evidence which had been given 
on the previous day. His final speech 
to the Jury was most dramatic and will 
Jong be remembered. After this case 
he became widely known and his ser^ 
vices were always in demand. In 1878 
, he was made a baron, and In fact he 
.was the “last of tlfe barons." An In¬ 
teresting little fact is shown here be¬ 
cause Lord Brampton was really an¬ 
nounced to the appointment as “baron,” 
but subsequently the title was correct¬ 
ed, showing that by the Judicature Act 
the term “baron” was extinguished. It 
was Lord Brampton who presented one 
of the side chapels to the Westminster 
Catholic cathedral in London, the mo¬ 
saic in its decoration being one of the 
most beautiful specimens of that art 
In London. Mr. Anthony Hope Haw¬ 
kins. better known as "Anthony Hope." 
the novelist, is a nephew of the late 
Lord Brampton.

A move that will be watched with 
considerable interest r by real estate 
men and others was made by the city 
council last evening when it was de¬ 
cided to have a by-law prepared mak¬ 
ing certain provisions in respect to the 
preparation of sub-division plans and 
the method of submitting them t<^ the 
council for'Consideration. Up to the 
present there have been many delays 
and hitches in getting pjans passed by 
the council because they were not 
clear to the Aldd^men and it is thought 
that an unifomi system of making 
plans, and considering then}, for the 
interests of bothdhe city and the sub¬ 
mitting party are to be watched,' 
would meet with approval. 

Last evening the following letter 
from the city solicitor \ca» read: 

Sir:—Re lots 12 and 13, section 4, Vic¬ 
toria district. Stephenson’s application for 
sub-divisional plan: 

Upon this plan belns: submitted to us, 
we noticed that the plan showed only 
lines Indicating an Intention to reserve 
thirty feet for road purposes on lands ad¬ 
jacent and written words “reserved, for 
road purposes.” We do not consider 
4 beds words an indication as sufficient to 
!i>sui|e the dedication of the land for road 
purposes, and. consequently, have ob¬ 
tained 'from the owners' solicitors a for¬ 
mal undertaking In writing, which we beg 
to imcloso for filing in the city engineer’s 
■office. 

We think it would be very desirable that 
all sub-divisional plans should, on receipt, 
be sent to us so that we may submit, for 
consideration by the comm.'ttee. any legal 
points which require their cos^deration; 

We have on former occasions suggested 
that a by-law dealing with the applica¬ 
tion for approval of sub-divisional plaits 
wodld be extremely useful, and we think 
enough experience has been gained trf 
foriquiate proper regulations upon the 
subject, and beg to suggest this question 
should be referred to the legislative com¬ 
mittee to instruct us upon the matter. 

The suggestions made by the city so¬ 
licitors were adopted and a by-law to 
govejn the matter will probably be 
prepared shortly. 

The streets, bridges and sewers com¬ 
mittee presented the following report 
which was adopted: 

1. Bodwell A Lawson, re cement side¬ 
walk and street grading in their sub¬ 
division intersected by Stevenson Place 
and" Flnlayson avenue. Recommended 
that they be informed that the city will 
take steps to have the work proceeded 
with under the local Improvement by-law, 
on the conditions that the property own¬ 
ers pay lour-fifths and the city one-fifth 
of the total cost. 

2. 8. Crulkshanks, re sewer to connect 
his premises on the northeast corner of 
Fifth street and Hillside avenue. We re¬ 
commend that he be informed that the 
sewer system for that portion of the city 
has not yet been decided upon, and until 
more residences are built in this district 
sewer connection cannot be had. 

3. Mrs. Francis A. Walker, re grading 
of Delta street. Recommend that the 
writer be informed that this work will be 
proceeded with on the local improvement 
plan, provided the majority of the owners 
do not object, and that the matter is In 
the engineering department for a report 
as to cost. 

4. A. J. Pineo et al, re grading Belmont 
avenue, and also the grading of Gladstone 
avenue, and permanent sidewalks between 
Stanley avenue and Belmont avenue. Re¬ 
commended that the petitioners be in¬ 
formed that this work will be preceeded 
with as requested under the local Im¬ 
provement by-law, but owing to pressure 
of work. It Cannot be gone on with for 
some time, probably not until next sprtng. 

5. Joseph Sears, re drainage on Hillside 
avenue. Recommend that he be Informed 
that the engineer has been Instructed to 
examine the place and take steps to 
remedy the nuisance complained of. 

6. J. D. Irving, B0 Sylvia street, re sewer 
on Richardson ati^t. Recommend that 
be be informed that sewer work will be 
started on Richardson street in a ^few 
days. 

7. R. Hetherington^ re cement side¬ 
walks on Hilda and Chester avenues. As 
this work Is a portion ot the by-law in¬ 
cluding Humboldt street, and this latter 
Street Is now being done, we recommend 
that this work be proceeded with as soon

Hy has been at the head of a 
hundred public movements, and ha* 
taken a keen and impartial interest in | 
all matters of moment to the gold 
country. He has a reputation for pub- 
llc-splrltedness that few other men can 
claim and none can surpass. The col- 
onel went to Dawson ten year* ago, a 
newspaperman attracted by the reports 
frotn the new country. He at once be¬ 
came a prominent figure In the affairs 
of the day, and it has been said It wa* 
he who saved the country from a dix- 
astrous outbreak of lawlessness when 
he addressed an excited crowd of armed 
miners at Dawsbn In 1898.
